Do you have questions about CVS? 

We are seeing an increase in requests because there are many models starting to 
turn 30. Any vehicle manufactured in 1993 or earlier is eligible, regardless of the 
month of manufacture. 


These "newbies" are initially looking for cheap rego for their 30 + year old vehicle. 
They may or may not become active members of your club, regardless they pay full 
membership fees and add no additional costs to your club. 
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The registered owner of the vehicle MUST be a member of an affiliated club to be 
eligible for CVS. For clubs that have not thought about doing this, there is no down 
side to increasing your membership with Conditionally Registered Vehicles. 


Basically your club needs a stamp like this with its own details.

FOR CLUBS - (CVS) 

How to handle classic vehicle scheme applications. 

The member should fill in sections 1 and 2 of the Classic Vehicle Declaration 
Please do not fill in or sign section 3 of that form. This is for the ACMC to fill in and 
sign as they are your approved organisation and the authorised person. 

No signature is required - only the club stamp. 

The primary club, i.e., your club, should simply stamp the lower right hand box to 
signify that the applicant is a financial member of your club, and their vehicle is 
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e Under 3500kg 
e over 30 years old (year of manufacture) 


Without that stamp the form cannot be processed. The stamp should be legible. 
Your club stamp should include this information: 


e Club name 

e Incorporation Number 

e Logo (optional) 

e Address or phone number 


Once the form has been stamped, simply return the form to the member and they will 
take the next step. 

It is important that your club process the paperwork quickly as a blue slip is only valid 
for 42 days. 

The applicant then sends the ORIGINAL Classic Vehicle Declaration (No.1835) filled 
in as above, a COPY of the pink or blue slip with payment to the ACMC for 
processing.

Eligibility 

Interested in Classic Registration for your vehicle? 

If your classic vehicle is 30 years of age or older, you may be eligible for classic vehicle 
registration. 


To be eligible for the CVS: 


e your vehicle must be 30 years of age or older, counted from the year of 
manufacture 

e your vehicle must be 3.5 tonnes Gross Vehicle Mass or under 

e your vehicle must comply with the applicable NSW vehicle standards 

e you must be a current, financial member of a club affiliated with the ACMC 
(our clubs in ACT and QLD are eligible) 

e your vehicle can be a replica or an Individually Constructed Vehicle (ICV) that 
is 30 years of age or older (based on the build completion date). 

e The vehicle to be registered must be garaged in NSW. 

e You must be a resident of NSW 


Classic vehicles are 30 years of age or older that have certain modifications not 
permitted under the Historic vehicle scheme (HVS). Vehicles which are eligible to be 
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registered under the HVS can also be registered under the CVS. 
These modifications may be owner certified or significantly modified. If significantly 


modified, they must have a valid compliance certificate issued by a licensed certifier 


Classic Vehicle Registration Process 


Follow these steps to access the Classic Vehicle/60 Day Logbook Registration 
Scheme: 


1.

Obtain advice from your club that your vehicle is accepted for the Classic 
Vehicle Scheme. Ensure the club completes their section of the Classic 
Vehicle Declaration. 


. Complete the following TfNSW forms. - Application for Conditional 


Registration and Classic Vehicle Declaration. 


. Obtain a Blue Slip for the vehicle. Blue slips only last 42 days. The blue slip 


provider must fill in and sign page three of your “Application for Conditional 
Registration form" in the section titled “Vehicle Identified by”. 


. If the vehicle is subject to engineered modifications get a copy of the VSCCS 
Certificate. 
. Make sure you use the full, correct Club Name — on the Classic Vehicle 


Declaration form in section 1 titled “Club membership details (Primary Club 
name first)” 


. Mail a COPY of your Blue Slip / Engineering Certificate (if required), 


the ORIGINAL Classic Vehicle Declaration and payment ($30) to the ACMC. 
Allow two weeks turnaround of your paperwork.

Classic Vehicle Registration Renewal Process 
Please follow these instructions when renewing your Classic Vehicle Registration 


. You need to get a pink slip 
. Fill out the information on the left hand side of the Classic Vehicle 


Declaration. Ensure the club completes their section of the Classic Vehicle 
Declaration. 


. Post a copy of your Pink Slip and the ORIGINAL Classic Vehicle Declaration 


filled out, VSCCS Certificate (if applicable) and fee ($30) to ACMC 


. Allow two weeks turnaround of your paperwork 
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NOTE: the TfNSW will not accept emailed documents, so they need to be posted to 
the ACMC for endorsement. Finally pay the processing fee of $30 to ACMC which 
includes cost of return post. Post to: ACMC CVS, PO Box 328, Seven Hill NSW 
1730.
